ROM WHERE I SIT it looks as if the Wagner Bill 

is going to have tough sledding in Congress. Labor’s 
barrage does not seem to have been very effective so 
far, due mebbe to the heavy cannonading of the AMA 
and other organizations which have taken up the cudgel, 
dealing out many a mighty swat. 

But the chief sufferer so far seems to be the AFL, 
whose bark is worse than its bite. It seems to be gen- 
erally discredited by labor itself, so that in the event 
of the passage of the Wagner Bill, if that ever happens, 
it would seem as if the AFL would not have much to 
say in the dealings between capital and labor. The 
strike seems to be going into the discard as a weapon 
to make capital toe the mark at the behest of labor. 
Rather, we find labor inclined to sit down at the table 
with capital and settle their discussions that way. 

* * * 

AS PROVING THIS BELIEF we have before us 
two instances where labor as a whole has taken the bit 
in its teeth and cried out that it would rather run its 
own business instead of letting AFL speak for it. Re- 
member the decisive vote taken in the Detroit area by 
the workmen in which the AFL got about five per cent 
of the total vote cast. 

More recently, last Sunday in fact, 5,000 Detroit work- 
ers met and went on record as favoring the establish- 
ment of a new automotive labor organization, exclusive 
of the unions now operating. The AFL was described 
as an outdated craft union organization. And Richard 
Byrd of the Automobile Labor Board urged that col- 
lective bargaining machinery set up by the labor board 
be kept free from union activity.

IN AKRON LABOR TROUBLE threatens. The AFL 
wants the workers at Goodyear, Firestone and Goodrich 
to strike. The employers have refused to deal with the 
AFL and right now a vote is being taken at Goodyear 
among the workers and it looks as if the workers are 
going to back up the employers and refuse to strike. 
Goodrich and Firestone workers will ballot later, but 
if the Goodyear balloting is against striking, then it 
will be considered closed. But right

SO, WEIGHING all the evidence in hand to date, 


this commentator is of the opinion that so far as the 
automobile industry is concerned there is little danger 
of strikes interfering with production before the peak is 
passed. We have just finished the second biggest quar- 
ter in the history of the industry, one that compares 
most favorably with the first quarter of 1929. April 
looks as if even March’s pace will be accelerated and 
methinks the AFL not going to have time enough 
to set its strike machinery into operation before our 
production will be tapering off and today will become 
a yesterday.

Predictions made earlier in the year that 
First Quarter production for the first quarter of 1935 


Output would surpass a million units have been 
1,031,131 fully realized, according to ADN’s analysis 

of the incomplete returns furnished by 
manufacturers. In the neighborhood of 1,031,131 cars 


and trucks have been produced in the three months just 
past, giving the industry the third greatest first quarter 
in its entire history. Only 1929 and 1930 surpass the 
record just set. In 1929, during the first quarter, 
1,546,319 units were produced. No year since 1930, 
when 1,082,689 units were produced in the first quar- 
ter, even approaches the present record. Comparative 


figures for the past seven years are shown elsewhere on 
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this page. As the figures line up, Ford is in the lead 
with approximately 400,000 units. General Motors (with 
incomplete returns) accounts for some 304,418 and the 
Chrysler Corp. is third with a total of 249,064 for all 
its divisions.
